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RedEye searches for truth in latest political propaganda 

News from the campaign trail this week proved once again that politics and celebrity are a dangerous 
mix. A campaign ad approved by Republican John McCain and a Ludacris song meant to support Democrat 
Barack Obama both came under fire for the claims they made. Let’s check the facts. [ ap contributed. ] 


THE AD 


» McCain’s attack ad, “Celeb”— which did not 
air in Chicago— begins by calling Obama “the 
biggest celebrity in the world.” As the announcer 
says it, shots of Britney Spears and Paris Hilton 
appear on the screen. “But, is he ready to lead?” 
the announcer continues. 

FACT CHECK: Comparing Obama to Hilton and 
Spears hardly seems fair. In fact, we have it on 
good authority that Obama regularly wears his 
underpants. 

» After Paris and Britney appear, the screen 
goes dark. A photo of Obama appears with 
the script: “Higher TAXES” followed by “More 
FOREIGN OIL.” “With gas prices soaring, 

Barack Obama says no to offshore drilling,” the 
announcer says. “And, says he’ll raise taxes on 
electricity.” 

FACT CHECK: Both Obama and McCain 
oppose oil drilling in Alaska’s Arctic National 
Wildlife Refuge. 

» The McCain campaign says the ad’s claim that 
Obama would raise taxes on electricity is based 
on an interview Obama gave the San Antonio 
Express-News in February. He was asked wheth- 
er he would help finance education by taxing 
some new energy sources, such as wind. 

“Well, that’s clean energy, and we want to drive 
down the cost of that, not raise it.” Obama replied. 
“We need to give them subsidies so they can start 
developing that. What we ought to tax is dirty ener- 
gy, like coal and, to a lesser extent, natural gas.”

» Ludacris’ track, “Politics As Usual,” 
from a mixtape called “Gangsta Grillz,” calls 
President Bush “mentally handicapped” and 
says McCain doesn’t belong in “any chair unless 
he’s paralyzed.” 

FACT CHECK: False and false. McCain, who has 
battled skin cancer, had a spot of skin removed 
from his face on Monday for a routine biopsy, 
but appears to be in excellent health. 

Meanwhile, Obama was treated last weekend 
for what his campaign described as a sore hip 
caused by playing basketball. 

» Ludacris also makes a pitch for Obama to 
pick him as his vice president, rhyming “Hillary 
hated on you, so that [expletive] is irrelevant.” 

FACT CHECK: Believe it or not, Ludacris is not 
believed to be among the choices Obama is 
rumored to be considering as a running mate. 
Recent media speculation has focused on sev- 
eral seasoned politicians. Sen. Evan Bayh of 
Indiana and New Mexico Gov. Bill Richardson 
among them. 

» Obama’s campaign blasted the song, calling 
it “outrageously offensive.” In a recent interview 
with Rolling Stone, however, Obama included 
Ludacris when he talked about hip-hop moguls 
and rappers he thought were “great talents and 
great businessmen.” 

And finally, let it be said once and for all that 
Hillary Clinton is a perfectly nice person and a 
capable leader. Give her a break, people.

athletes from around the world. 

Loukas typically starts her first workout 
with two hours of trampoline and diving 
board exercises on dry land to practice her 
technique. It’s not just bouncing around, 
either. She squats down low and jumps as 
high as she can in order to build the mus- 
cles in her legs, and her body stays tight 
even when she’s flying through the air. 

During the diving board exercises, she 
dives into a pile of foam.

When the average person sees the five 
rings of the Olympic logo, it might conjure 
up images of camping out on the couch 
and cheering on a favorite Olympian. But 
for 22-year-old 
Christina Lou- 
kas, of subur- 
ban Riverwoods, 
that simple sym- 
bol is the reason 
why she hits the 
gym for hours 
each day 

And when she 
looks at the five rings she posted on her 
fridge, she’s again reminded of the reasons 
she won’t veer off her strict diet, why she 
cut back on her classes this year at Indiana 
University, and why her closest friends are 
the other members of the U.S. Olympic 
diving team. 

Loukas heads to Beijing this month, and 
for that reason alone, she’s willing to sacri- 
fice nearly everything outside of her sport. 

Loukas most likely will make her dives 
look effortless when she gets to China. But 
it took a lot of blood, sweat and tears for 
Loukas and the rest of America’s Olympi- 
ans athletes to reach top physical form in 
order to make it there. While regular exer- 
cise and healthy eating helped keep them 
in shape, Olympic insiders told RedEye 
that specialized workouts, trainers and 
self-motivation put them over the top — 
getting them ready to compete with elite

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but was in Chicago in mid-July to compete 
in the AVP Crocs Slam Chicago Open, 
told RedEye she also lifts weights for an 
hour and runs for an hour on the track. 

It sounds demanding, and it is. May- 
Treanor admitted she wouldn’t be able to 
work out so hard if she didn’t have some- 
one pushing her every day 

“Even us professional athletes need 
professional trainers to motivate us,” she 
said. “If I can’t find a trainer, I try to find a 
workout buddy who relies on me.” 

Surely that sounds familiar to anyone 
who needs an extra nudge to go to the 
gym. But even though most people aren’t 
top athletes, anyone can condition like 
one, said Olympic trainer Phil Pfeifer. 

Pfeifer— director of fitness and perfor- 
mance at Oak Brook-based AthletiCo, 
a physical rehabilitation and training 
center for athletes — trained Olympic 
bobsledders at AthletiCo’s St. Charles 
facility in 2002. 

Pfeifer said he focused on sprinting 
and cross training to build the bobsled- 
ders’ lower body power to give them 
speed and burst. He wanted to keep their 
hearts pumping quickly at all times, so he 
wouldn’t give them breaks between alter- 
nating sets of walking lunges and five-min- 
ute stationary bike sprints. 

“There’s nothing I did with an Olympic 
athlete that I don’t do with my personal 
trainer clients,” Pfeifer said, adding that 
workouts should last no longer than 90 
minutes. “There’s no secret. You just need 
to dedicate yourself to a goal that you’ll 
need to sustain for years.” 

So, for the person who wants an Olym- 
pic body, Pfeifer recommended simply 
working with a trainer and keeping physi- 
cal goals in mind. 

There’s also your diet to consider. Olym- 
pic fencer Keeth Smart, 30, of New Y)rk, 
said he monitors his meals vigilantly He 
knows how important it is that he perform 
well in China, so he tries not to let a piece 
of chocolate or some white bread stand in 
the way of his objective. 

“I tend to limit the amount of carbohy- 
drates that I consume,” Smart said in an 
e-mail from New York. “Typically, I will 
have eggs for breakfast, a salad for lunch 
and a salad with meat or fish for dinner.” 

Eor the typical Chicagoan, that might 
mean skipping out on hot dogs and festi- 
val food. But, if you happen to fall off the 
wagon, at least your secret’s safe— and 
after an extra workout, your body won’t be 
worse for the wear. [ danielle braff is a red-

The grandfather of the 5-year-old boy 
killed Thursday in a hit-and-run accident 
on South Shore Drive remained hospi- 
talized in critical condition Friday family 
members said, while the boy’s older brother 
was released from the hospital overnight. 

Jess Barker, 68, was under sedation in 
the surgical intensive care unit on Friday 
morning, said his 
son Christopher 
Barker. He suf- 
fered a broken leg, 
hip and knee in 
the crash and went 
into surgery Thurs- 
day night to resolve 
internal bleeding, 
he said. 

All three were hit as they tried to cross 
the street about 2:30 p.m. Thursday at the 
intersection of South Shore Drive and 
67th Street. Police said the driver of the 
car still is at large. 

Ashton Barker, 5, was pronounced dead 
shortly after arriving at the University of 
Chicago Comer Children’s Hospital. His 
brother, Savion Smith, 9, was released 
from Comer early Friday morning, Chris- 
topher Barker said. 

Witnesses said Friday that the car was 
traveling so fast that the impact threw the 
grandfather and two boys into the air. 

“That car was flying,” said Kim Lenoir, 
who saw the collision from her friend’s apart- 
ment. “The impact was like ... everything 
exploded. Everything went up in the air.” 

Lenoir was watching storm clouds com- 
ing in over Lake Michigan on Thursday 
afternoon when she saw an older man with 
two small children waiting to cross South 
Shore from the lakefront side to the cor- 
ner where the Quadrangle House Condo- 
miniums high rise stands. 

“He got into the intersection, and this 
car just came and just hit them all. It hap- 
pened so quick,” Lenoir said. “The babies 
flew. Everybody flew in the air.” 

Police continued to look for the car 
and its driver Friday, describing the car 
as a cream-colored sedan, possibly a Ford 
Taurus or similar model, with front-end 
damage. 

The boys live with their mother, Caryn 
Barker, and grandmother, Valerie Barker 
Friday, at an apartment complex in Hyde 
Park.

Unemployment hits 4-year high 


WASHINGTON The nation’s unemployment rate climbed to a four- 
wiM year high of 5.7 percent in July as employers cut 51,000 jobs, dash- 
ing the hopes of an influx of young people looking for summer work. 
Payroll cuts weren’t as deep as 


the 72,000 predicted by econo- 
mists, however. And, job loss- 
es for both May and June were 
smaller than previously reported. 

July’s reductions marked the 
seventh straight month where 
employers eliminated jobs. 

The economy has lost a total of 
463,000 jobs so far this year. 

The latest snapshot, released 
by the Labor Department on 
Friday, showed a lack of credit 
has stunted employers’ expan- 

sion plans and willingness to hire. Fallout from the housing slump 
and high energy prices also are weighing on employers. 

The increase in the unemployment rate to 5.7 percent, from 5.5 per- 
cent in June, in part came as many young people streamed into the 
labor market looking for summer jobs. This year, fewer of them were 
able to find work, the government said. The unemployment rate for 
teenagers jumped to 20.3 percent, the highest since late 1992.
